CHAMBER ASKS DELAY ON 
COUNCIL'S METER ACTION 


Additional opposition to the installation of parking meters 
was made Monday night in a resolution presented by the Al- 
bany Chamber of Commerce at the City Council meeting. 


The Chamber asked the Council by letter to delay action on 
the proposed meter installation until a traffic survey had been 
made. It asked that the city employ an expert planning con- 
sultant to make a “complete and unbiased survey of the prob- 
not only of the immediate, but of the future parking situ- 
ation, and that recommendations be made before any action is 


taken by the council. 


The request was the latest de- ’ 


velopment in the parking meter 
question that last week saw a Citi- 
zens Committee on Parking resign 
over the meter issue. 


Mayor Frank Hays said he had 
once asked an expert for an esti- 
mated cost for a survey and was 
quoted a figure of $900. He said it 
might be possible to have the work 
done by the University of Cali- 
fornia at no cost to the city. The 
Council agreed to take the Cham- 
ber’s request under study. 


City Attorney George Glavino- 
vich was directed ‘to draw up a 
resolution allowing the city to pro- 
ceed with the remodeling of the 
police station on a day labor basis, 
with the cost not to exceed $2000 
provided in the budget for the 
work. Bids previously called for 
have far exceeded the budget al- 
lowance for the work.
